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Comments 


The general ledger had not been posted or balanced 
at the commencement of the audit. We recommend 
that the general ledger be posted and balanced at least 
once a month. The cash account in this ledger should 
be balanced with the bank and the Treasurer’s records 
monthly. 


We also recommend that the Tax Collector submit a 
report to the First Selectman prior to the arrival of 
the auditor. This report should include an accounting 
of the tax commitment receipts turned over to the 
Treasurer, and a list of all unpaid taxes and tax liens. 
The Town voted at the annual meeting to transfer 
$600.00 from excise taxes for interest and debt retire- 
ment. This appropriation was not sufficient to cover 
the expenditure. Certain other overdrafts were noted 
as indicated in Exhibit C. 


Cash receipts for the first nine months of the year 
were not deposited intact. Each month’s or day’s de- 
posit should equal the exact amount of receipts turned 
over to the Treasurer. All receipts should be deposited 
at least monthly, per statutory requirements. 


We wish to thank the townspeople with whom we had 
contact, and the town officials for their cooperation 
during the course of our audit.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Beals: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report 
of your school department. 


The Beals school system has had a fine year with 
the schools running smoothly through the year. New 
programs are being worked out in our schools to the 
advantage of the children. The high school students 
attending the Jonesport-Beals High School are doing 
fine work and the arrangement between Jonesport and 
Beals is working out very well. 


The Beals School Board members met recently with 
the Jonesport School Board to discuss a possible addi- 
tion to the Jonesport-Beals High School. Plans wil! 
be submitted by an architect at our February 12 meet- 
ing and it is hoped that tentative plans will be sub- 
mitted to the people at the Annual Town Meetings. 
The plans call for a new science laboratory, a new 
classroom, a library-corridor combination and renova- 
tion of the present science laboratory to a small class- 
room. The addition will be added to the back of the 
gymnasium on the southern side of the building. Some 
arrangement should be made whereby both Jonesport 
and Beals would share in the cost. It also might be 
well to consider a School Administrative District of 
the towns in Unicn No. 102 so that approximately half 
of the cost of such construction could be received from 
the State and also aid received from the other eight 
towns in the School Union. 

A new furnace and new controls have been installed 
in the elementary school building and it is pleasing to 
note that the cost of running the new furnace is less 
than we paid for running the old one, and we are get- 
ting much better heat control in the building by the 
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use of separate zone controls. We have installed one 
“new ceiling and plan to do another one this summer. 
Also, we plan to repair the windows and top the chim- 
ney this coming year. 


We are closing our fiscal year with a balance of 
$21,639.44 due mainly to the shorter fiscal town year 
when we closed the town books on Dec. 31, 1969 and 
also due to the increase in State subsidy by the legis- 
lature. 


Our new budget for 1970 calls for an appropriation 
of $19,500 as compared to $17,000 in 1969. As you will 
note in the financial report of your schools the short 
fiscal year shows expenditures of $56,188.65 as com- 
pared to a budget of $71,817.90; thus our large unex- 
pended credit of $21,639.44. The new 1970 school 
budget is $86,536.73 and the two large items are 
teachers ($388,500) and secondary pupil costs at Jones- 
port-Beals High School ($27,461.71). The cost of 
teachers for 1970 will be larger than in 1969 as we are 
required to assume the cost locally of our regular 
teachers and teacher-aides under the new Title I guide- 
lines for 1970. A program for small groups of chil- 
dren, Grades K-8 only, and for low-income educational- 
ly deprived children only will have to be written for 
Title I in 1970. 


In closing I wish to commend the School Board mem- 
bers, the teachers, janitor and town officials for their 
fine work and cooperation. Also, I would like to thank 
the citizens of Beals for their fine support of their 
school system.
